FOREWORD 

When  you  buy  from  J.  F.  Jones'  Nurseries  you  are  dealing  direct  with 
one  of  the  oldest  northern  nut  tree  nurseries.  We  ship  trees  to  all  states  in 
the  union  except  California  and  we  have  shipped  to  various  foreign  coun¬ 
tries.  Our  volume  of  business  has  been  up  to  the  extent  that  prices  of  trees 
have  been  kept  down.  Price  of  trees  is  small  compared  to  time  it  takes  to 
produce  this  stock — from  four  to  eight  years  of  care  and  work.  The  trees 
listed  are  not  old  and  overgrown,  but  are  ready  now  to  be  planted  and  will 
take  hold  in  their  new  location  and  grow  off  quickly,  providing  always  they 
are  given  attention  and  good  soil  suitable  to  their  growth.  Every  country 
home  and  farm  owner  should  look  over  his  tree  plantings  and  plan  now  for 
future  tree  or  lumber  crops.  Trees  are  not  a  one  year  proposition,  but  a  life¬ 
time  investment.  For  that  reason  many  people  do  not  plant  them.  Most  of 
the  nut  trees  besides  being  good  lumber  trees  will  yield  crops  of  fine  quality 
nuts  while  they  are  growing  into  valuable  timber  if  the  planter  has  the  fore¬ 
sight  to  plant  the  fine  grafted  varieties  we  are  growing  here.  The  cost  is 
small  compared  to  the  value  received.  Plan  your  planting  now. 

BLACK  WALNUTS 

THOMAS:  The  largest  nut  of  the  varieties  listed.  The  tree  is  the  fastest 
grower  of  the  lot.  The  nut  husks  better  than  average  and  makes  a  good 
appearance  when  sold  in  the  shell. 

OHIO:  Good  grower,  very  symmetrical  tree.  Nut  of  medium  size,  very 
light  colored  kernel.  Ffusk  of  nut  thick.  Good  bearer. 

ELMER  MEYERS:  Good  new  variety.  Late  to  vegetate.

STABLER:  The  slowest  in  growth  of  the  varieties  listed.  Foliage  more 
graceful — about  half  the  size  of  the  Thomas  foliage.  Nut  an  excellent 
cracker.  Bears  a  number  of  one-lobed  nuts. 

TEN  EYCK:  Tree  a  very  symmetrical  grower.  Nuts  slightly  smaller  than 
Thomas.

They  can  be 
used  in  small  corners  in  the  lawn,  as  fillers  in  a  nut  or  fruit  tree  orchard, 
as  a  screen  hedge  or  in  any  other  desirable  place  where  a  tree  of  this  type 
can  be  planted.  They  bear  early. 

BARCELONA:  Large  nut  of  the  round  type. 

DUCHILLY:  Nut  large  and  long. 

DAVIANA:  Nut  medium.  One  of  the  best  pollemzers  for  Barcelona. 
ITALIAN  RED:  Nut  long  and  very  attractive. 

WHITE  AVELINE:  Nut  medium  to  small.  Fine  pollenizer. 

JONES  HYBRIDS:  A  group  of  hybrid  filberts  selected  for  their  good  quality 
and  very  promising.  This  group  also  includes  Bixby  and  Buchanan,  two  va¬ 
rieties  we  have  already  named. 

NOTE:  Plant  two  or  three  varieties  of  filberts  for  proper  pollination.  If  you 
are  not  familiar  with  varieties  we  will  be  glad  to  select  the  proper  plants 
for  you.

JUJUBE  OR  CHINESE  DATE  TREES 

These  trees  are  hardy  here  at  Lancaster.  Our  oldest  tree  has  gone 
through  eighteen  winters  with  no  winter  injury.  When  the  fruit  is  cured  in 
sugar  it  tastes  much  like  the  date.  A  very  suitable  tree  for  wild  life  too,  be¬ 
cause  the  fruit  hangs  on  the  tree  well  into  the  late  winter  months  and  at¬ 
tracts  quail  and  pheasants  here  when  food  is  scarce.

WINDSOR:  Fruit  large,  dark.  Flesh  firm.  A  valuable  late  variety. 

BING:  Fruit  very  large,  dark  red,  almost  black;  good  quality.  Flesh  very 
solid  and  delicious. 

LAMBERT:  Large,  dark,  juicy  and  of  good  quality.  Gaining  favor  in  the  west. 

NAPOLEON  BIGARREAU:  Large  Royal  Ann.  Pale  yellow  with  bright  red 
cheeks;  flesh  firm,  juicy  and  sweet. 

GOVERNOR  WOOD:  An  old  and  favored  variety.  Large  heart-shaped  cher¬ 
ries,  light  colored  with  bright  red  cheek. 

SENECA:  Large  purplish  black  when  allowed  to  ripen.  Bears  very  early  here 
at  Lancaster.  Fully  two  weeks  earlier  than  Black  Tartarian.  An  excellent 
early  cherry.
